TRIESTE The .urmy upon arriving here from Budapest had to be given free beer and 
kept drunk in order to prevent 'them frcm continuing their march against the Turkish 
fleet currently in the Adriatic. Some casualties wore .suffered in the unopposed 
march when the soldiers, upon hearing the Turks had occupied Oreeae, grabbed hack- 
saws and sunm to the Turkish fleet. Their meotions are understandable as they vaca- 
ted Budapest in anticipation of the first Austrian gains since Fall 1901. 'This was 
especially disheartening as the -Turks premised specifically before this move that 
they would not occupy Greece. This betrayal couylod with a dispatch just received 
demanding the vacation of Serbia and Budapest has put our forces in such a rage 
they can no longer bo restrained. 

ROME: Fiorcllo la Guordia today corrected seme misconceptions about the supposed 
damage to Trieste by Austrian forces, "Actually it turns out that the damage was 
done by pledges of Iota Chi farternity ((sic)) as the College of the Adriatic. The 
early, evacuation of the city by the Italians was to protect Venice frcm a similar 
■fate." 

ROME: The Senate and Pcoplo cf Rome elected Roberto Reali as Tribune to replace 
Rcmulus Roagani who has emigrated to California. The now Tribuno»s first act was to 
declare war on Turkey and announce a mutual assistance pact with Austria. "There is 
no doubt that Turkey could conquer at will cither us or Austria. Only by muti al ef- 
fort, with hopefully some help frcm the occupation force in Russia, can ^e" endure.

NEW YORK (27 September 19^5) : The Dow-Jonos Industrial Avoraae fell 117 points 
from its wartime high of 432 in heavy trading, as two and one-half million issues 
wore traded* Some analysts trace the decline to the account -free zing of 357 num- 
bered accounts,, A special delegation has been sont to Oeneva to look into the matter, 

PEKING (5 October 1905, IRN3): China has been divided, into four- colonies by the 
victorious powers, iidssia received Mongolia and L'inkians and was permitted to make 
its sphere in Mongolia into a colony,, Britain, who entered the war late, received 
Tibet, Yunnan, Kwongsi-chuang, and Kwanr»ttaig; extending its Indian Empire to Hong 
Kongj The Americans received all territory north of that to thu 32nd parallel, 
; -chile the German territory runs from there to tho Russian border. 

The British colonial capital will remain in Hong Kong, as rill that of the Rus- 
sians in Port Arthr.ro Tho German capital will be in Peking and the American one in 
Shanghai. 

BERLIN (8 October 1905.) ; Chancellor von Kluck announced tho extension of tho 
Austro-Bingarian Non-Aggression Pact today amid heckling from the opposition. Thoy 
said that to ally with Italy would be much moro profitable,' and besides, Austria no 
longer even borders on Gcrmany e Yon Kluck nodded, rjid spoke: "Ercr since tho begin- 
ning of this terrible war, there have been betrayals, doublo-orossos , shifts in the 
•balance of power, revolutions, and othor calamities, "But I call your attontion to 
the fact 'that tho Cvorman Bupire has yet to betray an ally, or- even to infringe upon 
a single article of any of its agreements with other powers, we rill honor cur trea- 
ty rith tho Habsburgs until either re or thoy arc swept into the dustbin of history* 
Only then rill re consider othor alliances." Ton Kluok yas. questioned Try reporters 
after the session endod., "Docs this declaration moan you arc opposed to an Italiar. 
alliance?" asked one. "Of course not," replied ron Kluck* "we of Germany have al- 
rays felt a great kinship rith our southern neighbor. We recognize their aspirations, 
their ambitions, re merely arc bound by our treaty rith Austria not to aid them for 
tho moment, j. am sure Italy recognizes what folly it -ould be to aid the French: 
They would be in the position of the nut in the French-Turkish' nutcracker. But now, 
cur resistance to tho Eronoh legions aids all tho eastern powers, and I think tho 
President realizes that the one being helped most of all is himself ." • 

SEVASTOPOL (15 October 1905) : Tho Crimea reverted to Russian alo today rith a 
colorful ccremon-y con duct od at tho waterfront. On hand for tho festivities wore I6r- 
kish president Djcmal Nasturtium and the new governor of the area, Lt. a en. M. A. 
Purkayev, formerly of tho Kiev Military District,:. Pvrk'aycT ceremoniously broke a 
bottle of vodka over the head of the last soldier of tho Turk 3rd Army to embark for 
Bulgaria. Immediately following the departure of tho ambulance, Nasturtium made the 
following statement to tho press: "Not- that I've gotten the rar in the Balkans run- 
ning smoothly, I plan to vacation for a few months, possibly in tho Squiji Islands."

ROME (25 December 1904); In his annual 6hristmas message, the Pope excommunica- 
ted the English, Germans, and Austrians, and the army in Piedmont. ;»The barbarians 
are at the gates!" he said. "Kill a Kraut for Christ S" 

ROME (2 January 1905) r Today Italy awoke frcm the -Neu Year's hangover to" learn 
that Pope Innocent had been deposed by forces supporting the Snpress Lucr' zia c All 
units loyal to the Pope were disbanded. * 

^en asked the reason for this coup, Lucrezia replied, "Diplomacy is no game 
for Innocents." 

Tho Pope has fled to America, taking the archives uith him. 
Applications for Pope ere now being accoptod, 

SaLONA ( 3 January 1905): The bolls of tho capital city of Balkania rang today 
in colobration of the 1st birthday of His imperial Highness, Prince Leopold-Inncncnt , 
heir of the Eap'ire. His Highness, together with Her Majesty the Stress/ appeared 
briefly on "the balcony of the Imperial Palace to wave at the happy crowd. The c:'. 4 y 
has been in a jubilant mood for several months, owing to the many signal victories 
over the forces of Kaiser wormtongue of Germany. Tho &roat Victories of Bohemia, 
Tyrolia, and Venice have done much to cheer tho populace, although news reports " ; 
that Balkania is surrounded by German forces to the north and nest has demponed sp*~ 
rits somewhat. Still, Her Majesty, in a statement Issued today, was optimisticc 
"Who can doubt that the Federal Empire of Balkania will triumph? Are we not the loa- 
ders of Europe in medicino and music? Does not the world dance to tho strains of 
Strauss and sublimate to the strains of Freud? wo alone, of all the ruling Powers of 
Europe, have attempted to bring scmo measure of peace and happiness td Cur people* 
In this Empire, all peoples have a voice (in German, of course) in government and ore 
treated as equals under the law. Our economy thrives and .our production figures 
continue to scar, bringing tho blessings of prosperity to all. Wo are overstocked on 
Doth guns and butter, and everything these days is mit schlog l Dance," Our people? 
iat, drink, and be morryl It's 'always darkest before the dawn! Every cloud has a 
silver lining! Huns, go hcmeJW" Her Mcjosty also announced tho conscription of a 
now amy in central Balkania to meet the now emergency situation. 

BROOKLYN COLLEGE (13 January 1905) : Today Po P e Innocent was discovered in exile 
at Brooklyn* College, wearing a "Make love, not war" button. "I»vc enrolled in a 
natural philosophy course given by the Gamosmastor, " he said, "> nd I should have ex- 
communicated him too 0 " 
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WI2N (15 January 1905): His Imperial Highness, Cacsarc Bordscha, prince of 
Serbia, Eukc of Naples, and "brother of Her Imperial Majesty, today reviewed the now 
71 Army of Balkania. iTcsh from his astounding and crushing victory ovor the hap- 
less Germans in northorn Italy, Eis Imperial Highness was jubilant and oonfidonto 
"Soon," he said, "wo shall deliver the Germans such a blox; that the-y 
shall never recover. My father, His Holiness the Pope, has blessed 
cur enterprise. 'His Holiness has further given me a Holy Bull,- part 
of which I road to you nor;: - 

"'Oh, hell yawns for traitors and backs t abb orsi Only this year 
the heathen Huns have dared again to' set foot upon the holy soil of 
Italy* ■ If they do not leave, We shall •■pronounce anathema upon them. 
Our patience is limited, for if the peacemakers aro blessed, then the 
Germans arc accursed. We therefore hereby excommunicate the Gorman 
Kaiser, called wormtcnguc, and call upon him tc meet Us at Canossa, 
there to do penance for his groat and horrible sins, against Us and 
Ous pooploB*"

B13FXlN:"Wc don* t really unders tend -our xenophobic neighbors to 
our south and east," said the Kaiser. "There uas our peaceful band 
of boy scouts passing through Tyrolia rrhen they are attacked by a freocious Aus- 
trian Army. They seek haven in Venice and are then attacked by a combined Italian- 
Austrian force. Eleeing towards Rone to take refuge rrith the Pope they are again 
attacked, this time by a fleet of Italian warships steaming up the Tiber. They 
then escape to onu of Italy's more notable areas . 

"It is hoped that the Scoutmaster, Haas Abble, can : hqld out there until German 
punitive forces have wrought their vengeance upon the perfidious Austrians and Ital- 
ians.

Q,: Your Highness, does Russian Intelligence have any information concerning 
the Sextus Tarquinius scandal? 

Actually, the stories carried 
in the British press vere highly inaccurate. The crude attempts of the Balkanian 
government to Ceny that anything happened were equally ludicrous. 

Q: What do yoit mean? 
^A: Simply this. First of all, Sextus T&rquinius did not rape Lucrezia. It Is 
a -ell -known fact that the Impress - er - enjoys herself, shall we say. When S.ixtus 
threatened to disgraoe her if Balkania didn T t cooperate against Italy, Lucrezia 
laughed in his face. Sextus then carried out his "threat". He is reported to hcr-e 
looked alightly exhausted upon leading the palace, Inoidentally, my sources indi- 
cate that Lucrezia paid Sextus a number of nightly visits thereafter. 

Q,: Aro you insinuating that Lucrezia' c morals aren't too high? 

A: Insinuating, hock I Did you notice that those "loo? e" dress styles of tho 
Empress* came out just several months after my last mission to Austria?
